(other  than  the  ones  in  the  State  Department  ordered  Presentation  Sets  in  1834-5),  whether  so-called  Originals,  Restrikes,  or 
Electrotypes,  appeared  on  the  market  between  1842  and  1876,  while  DuBois  was  still  alive.  This  gives  credibility  to  my  theory 
that  he  alone  was  responsible  for  their  creation,  regardless  of  how  they  were  distributed.

James  Kelly’s  words,  written  over  40  years  ago,  are  as 
true  today  as  they  were  back  then.  At  the  time,  the  hottest  items 
in  the  coin  market  were  1955  double  die  cents,  uncirculated  rolls, 
and  the  new  1960  Small  Date  Lincolns. 

The  one  overlooked  source  that  no  one  at  the  time  even 
mentioned  (and  is  still  overlooked  by  many  today)  is  the  auction 
catalogue.  No  worthwhile  numismatic  book  could  ever  be 
written  if  it  were  not  for  a review  of  many  auction  catalogues. 
The  highly  acclaimed  David  Akers  U.S.  Gold  volumes  are  based 
on  a survey  of  auction  catalogues  back  to  1921.  All  other  well- 
researched  fields  obtained  credibility  through  checking  previous 
appearances  in  old  auction  catalogues.  They  are  also  essential 
in  establishing  pedigrees. 

In  order  to  become  a numismatist,  from  the  ranks  of 
collectors/investors/dealers,  one  must  have  a reference  library 
containing  hundreds  of  titles.  The  more  research  materials  you 
have  available,  the  better  your  chances  of  success  with  this 
hobby. 


Larry  Lee,  a special  collections  curator  at  the  Durham 
Western  Heritage  Museum  (currently  housing  the  “Ship  of  Gold” 
exhibit)  in  Omaha,  Nebraska,  recently  put  it  this  way,  “I  became 
a numismatist  in  the  past  10  years,  spending  the  previous  30 
years  as  a coin  collector.”  He  makes  the  distinction  based  on 
how  much  money  and  time  one  spends  on  books  and  catalogues 
vs.  how  much  one  spends  on  coins. 

Amen  to  those  words  of  wisdom.

This  well 
detailed  account  of  Mickley  may  have  been  written  in  response  to  several  earlier  stories 
and  myths  presented  by  A.M.  Smith  and  W.E.  Woodward. 

I have  written  an  article  for  one  of  Dave  Bowers'  upcoming  Rare  Coin  Reviews, 
which  presents  for  the  very  first  time  a detailed  account  of  Mickley’s  life  along  with  his 
involvement  in  American  numismatics.  One  of  the  major  surprises  is  the  discrediting  of 
the  story  having  to  do  with  Joseph  Mickley  obtaining  four  1827  over-dated  quarters 
from  the  Mint  in  1 827.
